Mayor Darst said that the bill, 
if enacted, would provide about 
the same amount of revenue as 
the older one, or about $7,000,000 
annually. State

the new measure as a substi 
when the Legislature reconvenes 
next Monday. 

As in the old law, the tax would 
be collected by payroll deductions 
from all employes working in St. 
Louis. Persons living in the ¢ity 
but working outside the limits 
would be requi-ed to file in- 
dividual returns, as would aill 
self-employed persons and pro- 
fessional persons.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (UP)— 
Defense Mobilizer Charles E. 
Willson said today that American 
rearmament has reached the mass 
production stage and that the big 
pinch on civilian goods “is here.” 

He told a press..conference the 
big job of converting the nation’s 
industry from peatetime to mili- 
tary production is completed in 
many lines and is near comple- 
tion in others. 

“From here out, production of 
military items will step up and 
by next year I think it will step 
up sharply,” he said. 

Wilson said the mobilization 
job he took over less than a year 
ago is now at the point where 
“vastly greater amounts of mate- 
rials” will be needed to feed the 
war industries. 

Pinch ‘Is Here Now.’ 

We have arrived at the point 
where we have .just got to allot 
more materials for this vast step- 
ping-up of production,” he added, 

Asked if that meant the long 
threatened pinch on the civilian 
economy is about due, Wilson re- 
plied emphatically: “It’s here 
now.” 

He said the big bottleneck now 
is in machine tools, particularly

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 6— 
Increases of about $8,000,000 a 
year in state license fees of 
trucks and 1 cent in the present 
state 2-cent gasoline tax were 
recommended late yesterday by 
a legislative sub-committee, a 


major new revenue sources for| @ 


financing a proposed $556,500,000 
10-year state highway construc- 
tion program. 

These tax proposals, together 
with an estimated $1,000,000 a 
year from a recently-enacted use 
tax on motor vehicle purchases, 
would produce all but about $33,- 
500,000 of the $236,500,000 of 
new highway funds required in 
the next 10 years to pay for the 
proposed construction, it. was 
said. The new taxes would sup- 
plement present highway reve- 
nues. 

The report of the sub-commit- 
tee is subject to final adoption by 
the Joint Legislative Commission 
on Highway Needs, which will 
submit its highway § revenue 
recommendations to the Legisla- 
ture next week. 


Commission to Meet. 

Senator Michael Kinney of St. 
Louis, chairman of both the joint 
commission and the sub-commit- 
tee, said the commission will meet 
Monday to take action on the sub- 

committee report. The commis- 
sion previously ‘iad _ tentatively 
approved, in principle, most of the 
sub-committee proposals. 

The sub-committee recommen- 
dations, Kinney said, include the 
following: 

A l-cent gasoline tax in- 
crease, to produce about $11,- 

300,000 of new revenue a year, 
after refunds on gasoline not 
used on highways. 

Increase in truck fees from 
the present $4,000,000 a year 
to about $12,000,000. The top 
truck fee would be $632 a year 
for the largest trucks, com- 
pared to the present $533 an- 
nual maximum for big common 
carrier trucks and $200 for 
those not common carriers. 

An increase in the maximum 
_ Sross weight of trucks from the 
' present 56,000 pounds to 60,000 
pounds, with no change in the 
present maximum length of 45 


feet. 

Addition of 12,000 miles of 
supplementary or farm-to-mar- 
ket roads to the present 18,000 
mile state highway system in 
the next 10 years, instead of 
the 6800 miles of new supple- 
mentary roads recommended by 
the State Highway Depart- 
ment. 

The Highway Department had 
estimated $236,500,000 of addi- 

tional revenue would be necessary 
to pay for the proposed program, 
including addition of 12,000 miles, 
or about $23,650,000 a year for 
10 years. 

The sub-committee proposals 
are estimated to produce $203,- 
000,000 in 10 years, or $20,300,- 
000 a year. 

Some Projects Not Needed Now. 

To bridge the gap of $3,350,000 
a year in meeting estimated rev- 
enue requirements, Chairman 
Kinney said the joint commission 
would ask the Highway Depart- 
ment to give assurance it would 
postpone for several vears some 
expensive major system projects 
not immediately needed. 

These projects, it was said, 
include some proposed new routes 
to by-pass cities, and towns, and 
various over-pass and under-pass 
structures, which would be built 
later if additional revenue sources 
are found, or if the proposed new 
taxes produce more than now es- 
timated. 

The proposed 10-year construc- 
tion program includes $296,500,- 
000 for primary or major system 
work; $118,000,000 for supple- 
mentary roads and $142,000,000 
for trafficways and other high- 
way construction in urban areas. 
No curtailment or postponement 
will be sought in the urban and 
supplementary parts of the pro- 
gram, it was said. 

The Joint Legislative Commis- 
. sion, representing the Senate and 
' House, various state departments 
and affected highway user groups, 
was created to try to draft an ac- 
ceptable highway. revenue legis- 
lative program, after Gov. Smith’s 
road revenue bills were beaten or 
cut up in the House, by the truck 
and ‘oil lobbies.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (AP)— 
Chairman George (Dem.), Georgia, 
of the Senate Finance Committee 


said today the new gambling tax 
approved by his group could raise 
as much as two billion dollars a 
year. 

George and other committee 
members are highly dubious as to 
how much money the levy actu- 
ally will yield, however, since it 
deals with an activity which is 
illegal in most states. 

The House, which first came up 
with the tax in its $7,200,000,000 
revenue - boosting bill, estimated 
the levy. on commercialized gam- 
bling would yield $400,000,000 
annually. 


Floor Fight Possible. 


The levy may face trouble when 
the tax bill comes up for debate 
next week. Senator Kefauver 
(Dem.), Tennessee, told a report- 
er today he would confer with his 
former Crime Committee col- 
leagues on whether to attack the 
gambling tax. 

Kefauver, former chairman of 
the Crime Committee, argued be- 
fore the Finance group two weeks 
ago that a tax on gambling would 
give some color of legality to en- 
terprises the government ought to 
be trying to close. 

The gambling tax would in- 
clude a 10 per cent excise on all 
bets on sporting events, elections 
or other contests made with book- 
makers or other persons accept- 
ing wagers for a profit. 

It also would apply to bets with 
lottery operators and to wagers 
placed in a pool on any sports 
event or contest if the pool is 
conducted for profit. A $50-a- 
year occtpational tax would be 
imposed on persons accepting 
bets and on persons who receive 
bets for bookmakers. 

George said the problem will 
be to collect the tax. Treasury 
representatives have told the 
Senators: the tax would present 
many administrative difficulties. 


Revenue Losing Sections. 


Besides approving the gambling | 


tax, the Finance Committee yes- 
terday approved House provisions 
which will lose about $224,000,000 
in revenue annually as compared 
with present law. 

With these decisions, the Sen- 
ate version of the tax boost stood 
at $5,972,000,000, very close to the 
six billion increase favored by 
George.

“I see in this crystal ball,” he 
said, “neither an atomic holocaust 
nor the golden abundance of an 
atomic age. On the contrary, I 
see worried humanity endeavoring 
by one political device after 
another to find a way out of the 
atomic age. 

1984 Not. Menacing. 

“The year 1984, for example, 
does not glare with menace in my 
crystal ball. Paris, London, Berlin, 
New York, Moscow, still stand 
physically undamaged by any ene- 
my action since World War II. 

“How did the industrialized na- 
tions avoid de-industrializing each 
other by atomic bombs? Only by 
the narrowest of margins, and 
only because’ time and again, 
when one side or the other was 
about to take the plunge, the ex- 
pert military advisers could not 
guarantee ultimate military suc- 
cess. 

“Of course the turning point 
was in 1950, the first year when 
collective security became a reali- 
ty. For when the free world had 
once made up its mind to meet 
each type of military threat of 
the Soviet Union with a defense 
against thet threat, and no longer 
relied on the magic of atomic 
bombs, from that moment on 
hopes for an eventual disarma- 
ment revived. 

Balance in Mid-1950s. 

“By the middle 1950s I see bal- 
anced forces again at the disposal 
of the Atlantic treaty nations. It 
is then clear in Moscow that there | 
can be no easy march to the Chan- 
nel ports. 

“To be sure, for a decade or 
more the series of battles in dif- 
ferent parts of the globe and the 
economic sanctions had time and 
again nearly precipitated World 
War II. 

“T find the 1960s the time when 
constructive steps away from war 
are first being taken. Fifteen or 
twenty years after the first atomic 
bomb was fired, a sober appraisal 
of the debits and credits of the ex- 
ploitation of atomic fission had 
led people to decide the game was 
not worth the candle. ~*

“It is easy to be defeatist about 
the prospects for peace and free- 
dom and to fofecast the future 
only in terms of a global war. To 
my mind the prospects are. far 
more hopeful than they were two 
years ago.” 

Dr. Conant made some non- 
military predictions. He said our 
power would come in another half 
century from the sun’s rays rather 
than atomic fission. Fresh water 
will be produced from the sea. 

Birth control will be attained 
by diet. Coal will be converted 
to gas underground. Alcoholic 
drinks all will be synthetics—no 
more corn or grain. Micro-organ- 
isms will’ make tle flavors of 
drinks. 

Waste Disposal Big Problem. 
Dr. Conant said of the passing 
of the atomic age: 

“Of course (after 15 or 20 
years) experimental plants will 
be producing somewhat more 
power from controlled atomic re- 
actions than was consumed in the 
operetion of the complex process, 
but the disposal of the waste 
products will present gigantic 
problems—problems to be lived 
with for generations.” 

Dr. Consr* referred to the ra- 
dioactive waste materials that 
emanate X-rays and other fast- 
moving particles destructive of 
plant and animal life. The only 
way to get rid of these wastes 
is to concentrate and bury them, 
but they can continue to radiate 
for thousands of years.

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If the Russian delegation at San Francisco is 
able to tie up the Japanese peace treaty con- 
ference, it apparently will not be because of the 
rules adopted. The regulations approved by the 
overwhelming vote of 44 to 3 should make a 
Communist filibuster impossible. They limit 
each delegation’s ‘speechmaking to one hour, 
plus a short extension to answer questions. 

It could be, however, that the most important 
news from San Francisco is not the first session 
of the conference but Mr. Truman’s remarks at 
the luncheon of Democrats from 11’ ‘western 
states. For though the President did not formal- 
ly declare his candidacy to succeed himself next 
year, he came just about as close as he could 
without going all the way. 4 

The man who talked to the party faithful was 
not the one who opened the peace conference 
in San Francisco’s-War Memorial Opera House. 


The latter delivered.an address of dignity. He 


spoke in his capacity. as Chief Executive of 
150,000,000 citizens of the United States. He 
reflected well the responsibility for world lead- 
ership which rests on this country. 

A very different Harry Truman whipped up 
the Democratic workers a half-dozen hours 
earlier. The party-luncheon Truman was poli- 
tician pure and simple. He identified himself 
as “the Democratic President of the United 
States” and as “the maker of the Fair Deal.” 
He lammed into “the special privilege boys,” 
who, he said, “are better off than they have 
ever been in their lives.” 

As he went along he warmed up fast. “We 
have economic fossils today,” he taunted, “who 
want the profits of 1951 with the wages: and 
hours of McKinley’s first term.”._To those who 
say that the country is going to the economic 
dogs, he replied: “It’s a wonderful ruin and I’m 
glad to be a part of it.” He appealed to the 
farmers, to organized labor and to other groups 
on the basis of their share in the national pros- 
perity. 

All this sounded like late October, 1948. It is 
exactly what he handed out at the whistle stops 
in the campaign that Gov. Dewey had in the 
bag. It is the man-to-man entreaty over the rail- 
ing at the back end of the special train when 
the poll takers said that only the counting of 
the ballots remained. 

No reference to “special privilege” within 
his administration. No mention of the RFC. No 
comment on the Boyle case, on the 5-per centers, 
on the influence peddlers, on the ice-boxers or 
the fur coaters. Just the usual political tech- 
nique of claiming all the good for your side and 
unloading all the bad on the opposition. 

Our party politics being what they are, this 
sort of thing is commonplace in election years. 
Republicans as well as Democrats indulge free- 
ly. But it should have been possible to keep it 
away from San Francisco on an occasion of in- 
ternational consequence. 

When Politician Truman let go as he did, he 
cheapened and discounted the role of President 
Truman. We can’ be sure it was not missed by 
representatives of the nearly 50 nations who are 
seeing our democracy operate at first hand 
these days.

_ Gov. Forrest Smith made an appealing case 
for employment of more state tax auditors, and 
the Legislature will .want to review his argu- 
ments carefully when it reconvenes next week. 

The Governor estimates Missouri is losing 
about $12,000,000 annually in state income and 
sales taxes because of an inadequate auditing 
staff. The Department of Revenue has only 17 
auditors to check reports and records of the 
many corporations and individuals involved.

Sales and income tax collections between 
them amounted to more than $108,000,000 in 
the last fiscal year.

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Three Metals and a Paradox 

Government orders cutting steel, copper and 
aluminum used for civilian goods may be the 
beginning of the end of a strange period involv- 
ing an economic paradox. 

For some months consumption of several ma- 
jor consumer goods has not quite kept up with 
production. Autos, furniture and other items 
were not selling as everybody had expected they 
would in view of the Korean war, rearmament 
and predicted shortages. Many prices began to 
look almost stable. 

This situation was enough to arouse a false 
sense of security, as if inflation were not threat- 
ening at all. Congress weakened price controls 
and is now cutting a ten-billion-dollar tax re- 
quest to six billions. Apathy was recognizable 
in other ways of doing business as usual, and in 
such cases as the present copper strike. 

Always, however, it has been no more than a 
question of time before arms production cut 
deeply into consumer-goods production. Short- 
ages have been inevitable. The struggle to get 
hold of the “big three” metals—steel, copper 
and aluminum—has grown. intense.

Dulles pointed out that Amer- 
ica had deliberately chosen’ to 
distribute its armed _ strength 
around the world through a 
series of partnerships with other 
nations. 


Land, air and sea forces are 
distributed in the West and the 
East—bases and facilities by con- 
sent of the other natidns. That 
consent has been given with the 
firm understanding that this 
force will be used solely for de- 
fense. It is a guarantee that it 
cannot be used offensively. 


Refuting Russia’s Charge. 


This, as Dulles made clear, {is 
the. overwhelming refutation of 
the Russian chargé that America 
is arming for aggression, By con- 
trast, Russia hoards all her own 
power within her own borders or 
within the satellites whigh are 
totally subservient. 

With that kind of narrow con- 
trol Russian power can be used 
to strike offensively at any time 
and place dictated by the little 
band of men in the Kremlin. 

The President’s speech writers 
reading the Dulles draft were 
taken with this bold new thesis. 
It was a positive rather than a 
negative approach and the logic 
of it seemed unanswerable. 


Taken Over for Truman. 


The decision was reached to 
appropriate this “Zo Presi- 
dent’s own address. hat meant, 
of course, that Dulles politely 
surrendered his concept.

“The development of regional 
arrangements for defense in the 
Pacific will mean that such Jap- 
anese defense forces as may be 
created would be associated with 
the defense forces of. other na- 
tions in the area. Japan’s secur- 
ity would not depend exclusively 
on Japanese forces but on inter- 
related security arrangements 
with other, countries. 


“The Japanese contribution, by 
itself, would not constitute an of- 
fensive threat. But Japanese 
forces, together with forees of 


tual security against threats to 
the independence of the nations 
of the Pacific, including Japan.” 

Put in this mealy-mouthed way 
it sounds more like an apology 
than anythiug else—an apology 
for the fact that the Unifed States 
will with Japanese consent main- 
tain United States air and Army 
bases in Japan. 

Thus what was positive® and 
bold has by the cautionary efforts 
of a whole series of blue pencils 
become negative and timid. 


Who Makes the Policy? 


America has a great record of 
self-sacrificing effort for world 
peace. But that record is in- 
creasingly lost sight of for lack 
of imaginative policy. Delegates 
from Western powers here at San 
Francisco are apprehensive over 
a sense of drift away from col- 
lective security for peace. 

As the foreign minister of one 
Western power put it in a private 
talk: 

“We have the impressiog that 

made 


by Congress and the Pentagon. 
We wonder when your State De- 
partment will assert its prerog- 


atives again.”

He said Congress appropriated 
funds to pay for the stadium, 
playing field and coaching staff. 

The present television agree- 
ment was ordered under the rules 
of the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association, of which the 
Naval Academy is a member, 
Hunt said. N.C.A.A. permits its 
membership to televise only two 
games a year over home reception 
channels and two games beamed 
ronly to theaters which will charge 
an admission. Any deviation from 
this ruling would result in loss of 
membership in the association, 
Hunt testified. He said he under- 
stood these restrictions had been 
imposed by N.C.A.A. after many 
colleges complained that home | 
television reduced stadium crowds | 
and sharply reduced gate re- 
ceipts. 

Hunt told reporters later that 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee should launch the investi- 
gation. He is a member of the 
committee, but said he did not 
contemplate asking the committee 
to start the inquiry.

This is through the “nice and 
pleasant and orderly” way of the 
monopolists who, by reducing 
competition, “guarantee a nice fat 
profit at a nice fat price.” 


Without Firing a Shot. 


Senator Benton “iso cited tax 
favoritism for the big industrial- 
ists. These conditions invite 
Communist exploitation and, be- 
yond that, some of the industrial- 
ists prefer to deal with Commu- 
nist unions, thus strengthening 
the latter and contributing to the 
disruption of a stable order, 
which is the Communist aim, 
rather than helping the workers. 

Senator Benton got the Senate 
to include in the ECA bill an 
amendment stating that it is the 
policy of Congress in ECA to dis- 
courage cartel and monopolist 
practices in European business 
and to encourage and strengthen

For the family that enjoys ham 
but feels that the budget will not 
stand the purchase of one of these 
splendid portions of meat, there 
is the smoked shoulder butt. This 
is made from the boneless por- 
tion of the pork shoulder and is 
cured like the ham. The differ- 
ence lies largely in the amount 
of fat and lean meat in the shoul- 
der butt. 

If the shoulder butt is a good 
size several meals can be planned 
around it. For the first meal it 
may be sliced and served with 
vegetables. For the next trip or 
two to the table it may be served 
with a spicy sauce or may ap- 
pear ground in patties. 

The smoked shouldér may be 


like the-ham. Or it may be sim- 
mered and the resulting broth 
used as liquid for cooking’ cab- 
bage or other vegetables. Inci- 
dentally, navy or pea beans have 
a wonderful flavor when cooked 
in this broth, 
Glazed Pork Butt With Apples.

six of the spouses has been married before, and the rate in 

Canada is climbing steadily up toward that level. This means 
that many persons take with them into marriage the children 
of a former mating. Whether the first marriage was broken 
by death or divorce, the children will now have to deal with a 
stepfather or stepmother. 

That means difficulties even in the most favorable cir- 
cumstances. 

The children can’t help being confused and bewildered. 
Success in the new home depends largely on the step-parent, 
and ‘all too often the step-parent, with the best of intentions, 
_ handles the situation badly. This is likely to cause friction be- 
tween husband and wife, in turn. With the steady increase in 
the number of remarriages, adult education classes should be 
started on “How to be a step-parent.”

By their nature, Russians still 
yearn for a liberty they never 
really have had and one that the 
1917 revolution certainly failed to 
give them.. 

In Tadzhikistan, my own prov-

smachi, as the opposition was 
called. My own father was ar- 
rested as late as 1947, fighting 
with rebels in the hills, Today 
no more than one person in 40 is 
a Communist in my home town. 

Before I left Stalinabad, my 
home, a cousin told me, “We will 
never stop fighting.” 


He was more outspoken than 
most Russians can daré be. In 
the main their dissatisfaction is 
sealed inside their minds where 
the secret police cannot arrest it. 
Few men risk exposing their 
thoughts, even to their closest 
relatives. 

For me, hatred of the Stalin 
rule is the result of three main 
reasons. The Communists de- 
stroyed. my religion, they stole my 
father’s land, and they tried to 
enslave me. 

Those three reasons, with vari- 
ations, are the most important 
among the people I know. I 
would say that Russians every- 
where feel them.

“Tyrannies that the czars nev- 
er conceived are automatic reac- 
tions to the Communists,” my fa- 
ther used to tell me.

Fix lt Yourself

Exterior Paint Priming. 


EEMS that people don’t pay 
S enough attention to the first 

or prime coat of outside paint. 
They assume that because this 
coat gets covered by two other 
coats it isn’t too important and 
it seems that sooner or later these 
people find out they are wrong— 
after the prime coat has walked 
off taking the two other coats 
with it. 

The prime eoat is the one that 
binds all other coats to the wood 
and sd it’s important for it to 
stick around. 

Before a prime coat is applied, 
be sure that the wood is clean 
and dry. if the wood is dirty the 
paint won't get into the pores but 
will remain on the surface and 
soon peel off. 

A prime coat should be brushed 
into the wood—never just flowed 
on and left by itself. Brushing 
forces the paint into the wood 
pores which is where it should go. 

You can purchase special 
primers or thin ordinary outside 
paint to the right consistency. 
Directions for thinning are usual- 
ly given on the container. Thin- 
ning is necessary to make the 
paint fluid enough to get into the 
wood pores. 

A properly thinned and applied 
primer should cover between 400 
to 500 square feet per gallon. If 
you get much less than this the 
primer is too thick and if you get 
more izen it’s probably too thin. 
A prime coat should be sufficient- 
ly thick to cover the surface of 


the wood.

Facts on Epilepsy

PILEPSY Vs a relatively common disease. Between 1,000,- 
000 and 2,000,000 persons in the United States have some 
form of epilepsy. As epileptics know only too well, most 
people do not know the truth about this disease. Because of 
misconceptions and false beliefs handed down from the ignor- 
atce of 50 years and more, epileptics needlessly suffer dis- 


erimination in school and on the job. 
Epileptics are not less intelligent than other people. They 


are not insane. Nearly all epileptics have normal intelligence. 
About as large a percentage of epileptics have superior intel- 
ligence as do other people. 

Epilepsy is not a disease of “fits” although the word it- 
self does mean seizures. It was so named when only by the 
seizures could epilepsy be recognized. That is just one way 
in which epilepsy shows itself. : 

. * SEs 

MANY EPILEPTICS have no fits or seizures but merely 
have brief moments of daze which may not be visible to 
others. There are also other symptoms which doctors call 

_epileptic equivalents. 

Most epilepsy does not disable the sufferer when proper- 
ly treated. ° If an epileptic continues to receive medical at- 

tention and takes medicine daily, he can perform his job as 
well as anybody else in most cases. They can carry through 
with regular public schooling. In those people who do have 
seizures, occasional attacks may occur even with good treat- 
ment. The object of the treatment is to make these as rare 
as possible. Because of the possibility of an attack, epileptics 
should not pilot airplanes, drive other vehicles, or work in 
high places and &round unprotected machinery. 

There are many jobs epileptics can do as well as anyone 

- else. There is an unfortunate prejudice against the employ- 


ment of epileptics, even going back into the state compensa- | 


tion laws. Legislators should learn the truth about epileptics 
and change these laws as soon as possible,

tive assignments, he enrolled in’ 


Detroit Conservatory for a three- 
year refresher course, studying 
harmony and arranging. He was 
in charge of the eastern Michigan 
divisional band: for three years, 
and during nine summers was di- 
rector of the Eastern Michigan 
divisional band at Oxford, where 
more than 200 young musicians 
study each season. 

While he was at Army Lake, 
Wis., in the summer of 1949, di- 
recting the Chicago, Wisconsin 
and Scandinavian music camp, he 
received word of his assignment 
to St. Louis, and since then has 
been responsible for Salvation 
Army music in this area. 

“All music that Salvation Army 
bands play either is composed or 
arranged by Army musicians,” he 
said. “We have music for all 
occasions. Although many of our 
compositions are ‘joyous and 
filled with evangelistic fervor, we 
also have solemn and quiet hymn 
tunes. 

“Many of the greatest compo- 
sitions, such as Beethoven's Fifth 
Symphony, have been arranged 
for Salvation Army bands.” 

The brass band, which has 
come to be associated with the 
Salvation Army’s out-of-doors 
evangelistic services, is a natural 
medium for the organization's 
program, he said. 

“First of all, our meetings are 
informal. Then, the Army band 
is patterned after the old Euro- 
pean contesting band which was 
composed of 26 brass instruments. 
Because we do a great deal of 
street work, we must confine it 
to brass instruments, as wood- 
winds and strings could not stand

up under changing weather con- 
ditions. 

“In our worship services, how- 
ever, a well-trained band can 
sound just like a pipe organ. 
Centuries ago, when the pipe 
organ was being developed, it was 
supposed to sound like a brass 
band, with its stops designed to 
create the impression of various 
combination of instruments. Now, 
we're just turning it around. We 
make the band instruments sound 
like a pipe organ.” 

Maj. Everitt has composed and 
arranged a great deal of Salva- 
tion Army music but none of it 
is included in the hymn books 
used here as they were published 
before he began his Salvation 
Army career. 

Maj. Everitt himself does not 
take charge of the street services, 
where a dozen or so musicians, 
both men and women, assist a 
pastor in religious work. How- 
ever, the assistants are recruited 
by individual Army officers from 
the corps and divisional bands 
which he has trained. 

“The Salvation Army was born 
on the streets of England,” he 
said, “and the first servicé was 
held outdoors. So it’s natural 
that we should continue that type 
of work.

? a. Plan in Congress 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6. 

WISH to blow a kiss today to the New York State Bar 
| Association, which has been responsible for a chunk of 

legislation that may provide’a little cheer for me and a 
few hundred thousand kinfolks—men of the small businesses, 
professions and the arts who have not formerly been al- 
lowed to declare a depreciation on their own bodies as wage 
earners. ; 

A bill is up for consideration by the Senate Finance 
Committee that is the fruit of some years of research by 
the bar association’s experts. It is called the individual 
retirement plan, and is based on postponement of taxes on 
a portion of yearly earnings, thereby offering some security 
to people who work for themselves and accordingly have 
no boss to mail them pension checks in their old age, but 
who have been prevented from adequate saving by the high 
taxes on earned income.

IT IS A VERY SIMPLE plan. It permits -postpone- 
ment of Federal income taxes on earnifigs paid into retire- 
ment funds maintained by a man’s- agricultural, labor, busi- 
ness, industrial or professional associations for the eventual 
security of their members. A man would be allowed to set 
aside 10 per cent of his annual income, up to $7500. 

‘ Distribution of retirement income from such a trust, 
the bill proposes, is made when the participant is 60, either 
in a lump sum, in installments or as an annuity. The pogst- 
poned taxes fall due when the member begins drawing on 
the fund. The Government gets its whack, in the end, and 
thereby loses nothing. But in the meantime the luckless 
self-employer is at least permitted.to hive up a few bob 
against the day he runs out of gas and wants to take it easy.

IN ALL ASPECTS the proposed bill is fine. It allows 
an individual, first off, to provide his own social security.
